2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claimed invention is directed to a multilayered molded product comprising a core 
layer and a skin layer. The product comprises a board-shaped part which has a projection 
portion adapted for mounting another part. The projection portion is formed integrally with the 
skin layer and is formed only from the same material as the skin layer. 
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Upon reconsideration and in view of the applicants 1 arguments, the examiner agrees that 
neither Manabe et al. nor Kawashima et al. teach or fairly suggest a multilayered resin molded 
product comprising a core layer and a skin layer having a projection portion as claimed. 

The changes to claims 32-34 were made to obviate possible rejections under 35 U.S.C. 
112, 2 nd paragraph, and are supported by the original disclosure at least by Figures 1 1-14.
